New Drug May 


Help Beat TB 


Neomycin Treatments 


Cure Two Patients

Philadelphia. Nov. 29 (ZP)— Doc­ 
tors at Pennsylvania hospital 
re­ 
ported today the development of a 
new “ wonder” drug— neom ycin— 
which they hope may eventually 
turn the tide against deadly tuber­ 
culosis. 
O nly two patients, 
both 
men, 
have been treated with neomycin. 
Complete cure was affected in six 
days, the hospital said, 
after 
all 
other known drugs had failed. 
Neomycin is a drug-brother of 
streptomycin. Both are made from 
die same m aterial— a soil fungus. 
Dr. G arfield G. Duncan, direc­ 
tor of the divisions of medicine at 
Pennsylvania hospital, supervised 
treatment of the 
patients. 
They 
were suffering from urinary tract 
infections, frequently incurable. 
The patients, both 
near 
death, 
agreed to risk possible 
after-af­ 
fects on chance the 
drug 
might 
work. 
The drug was developed by Dr. 
Selm an Waksm an, Ukranian-born 
microbiologist who previously had 
discovered streptomycin in exper­ 
iments at Rutgers university. Dr. 
W aksm an was assisted in the neo­ 
m ycin 
development 
by 
Hubert 
Lechevalier. 
“ Combined with streptom ycin,” 
Dr. Duncan said, “ neomycin may 
help in the treatment of tubercu­ 
losis. 
“ If it does aid in even p artially 
elim inating T B , neomycin w ill be 
one of the greatest discoveries of 
medical science.”

fatal to millions each year. 
P e n i­ 
cillin and streptomycin have help­ 
ed relieve some tuberculosis sym p­ 
toms.

Doyle staff ct that 'h e local 
company will still accept enlis* 
men is as it has not as yet idled iTs 
ouota. Toe enlistments will re­ 
main open until tho local or the 
national quota is icachot.
